A formal consultation will 
get under way in November. 

“Everyone in the county 
will have the opportunity to 
comment on our options. 

Decisions 

“NHS Worcestershire will 
also provide further detail, 
which will include more 
public meetings, when it 
launches a full, county-wide 
consultation. 

“No decisions about the 
future of health services 
have been made yet and the 
NHS is encouraging every¬ 
one to get involved in the 
consultation. 

“All views expressed will 
be taken into account before 
final decisions are made.” 

Each of the six models 
would, as a minimum, see 
minor injury treatment 
facilities, outpatient serv¬ 
ices and some diagnostic 
services remain in Kidder¬ 
minster, Redditch and 
Worcester, although this 
could be at existing sites or 
at different premises.

He said: “I think the 
number of people who have 
signed the petition shows 
that it is a major concern. 

“Speeding is a big problem 
in Areley Kings but it is par¬ 
ticularly worrying in 
Princess Way because of the 
school. 

“Full credit to Mr Kilgour 
for collecting the signa¬ 
tures.” 

Worcestershire County 
Council’s cabinet member 
for transport Councillor 
John Smith vowed to look 
into Mr Kilgour’s concerns. 

“We will certainly take a 
look at what is happening 
there. We are always con¬ 
scious of the safety of young 
children,” he said.

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Pigs dig 
in to give 
wildlife 
a boost 

VISITORS to woodlands 
near Kinver could find 
themselves bumping in to 
some unusual fellow country 
lovers. 

Pigs are snuffling around in 
the bracken at Kinver Edge. 
Hay Farm Project based in 
Six Ashes, near Kinver, has 
provided three Hampshire 
sows to the National Trust 
for an experiment to control 
Himalayan Balsam which 
has come to dominate wood¬ 
land and rivers, destroying 
wildlife habitats. 

The woodland at Kinver 
Edge is a site of special scien¬ 
tific interest. 

Alex Morley of the National 
Trust said: “The pigs have 
been eating the balsam and 
stopping it seeding. They 
also turn over the soil where 
we know we have heather 
seed waiting for the opportu¬ 
nity to germinate.” 

Clearing the area will allow 
plants such as heather and 
gorse to grow, which provide 
feeding areas for butterflies 
and other invertebrates. 
The work is part of plans to 
restore the woodland glades 
of Kinver Edge, to improve 
opportunities for adders and 
lizards to breed.

£450,000 bill for furnishing 

council's new headquarters 


COUNCIL bosses are spending up to 
£450,000 on furniture, fittings and equipment 
at their new multi-million headquarters in 
Kidderminster. 

And they are now giving away their old desks and chairs. 
Wyre Forest District Council said the surplus furniture and 


equipment was either no 
longer fit for purpose or did 
not fit in the new develop¬ 
ment. 

Council leader John 
Campion has invited Wyre 
Forest-based voluntary and 
charitable organisations to 
bid for the furniture and 
equipment at no charge. 

Around 200 council staff 
will be moved to the new 
headquarters from other 
council-owned or operated 
offices. 

Surplus 

Older buildings owned by 
the authority are expected to 
be sold to raise the cash for 
the £10 million develop¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Campion said: 
“Obviously we have re-used 
as much furniture as possi¬ 
ble, but as in any relocation 
there is furniture that is 
either unfit for purpose or 
simply doesn’t fit. 

“We have decided to deal 
with the surplus furniture 
by giving it away locally as 
it’s the most cost-effective 
disposal for the Council.” 

Free items available 
include meeting chairs, 
workstation chairs, small 



tables, three and four- 
drawer desk pedestals, 
workstations, bookcase 
shelves, three-drawer desks, 
desk lamps and desk fans. 

The council had planned 
to move into the building at 
Finepoint Business Park, 
near Stourport, at the start 
of September. 

But bosses have been told 
BT is unable to install vital 
data links for the council’s 
computer system as sched¬ 
uled. 

Staff are now expected to 
move into the site at the 
beginning of October. 

The new building has 
proved controversial since it 
was announced in 2010. 
Some councillors said the 
existing facilities should 
have been modernised 
instead to save money.

Rural roads danger alert 


DRIVERS in rural parts of 
Worcestershire are being 
warned of hazards caused by 
farm working. 

The Safer Roads Partnership and 
the police are reminding motorists that 
harvest time means that there will be 
more agricultural vehicles on the 
roads. 

The partnership warns that there is 
not only more risk of a crash, but that 
debris on the road could create addi¬ 
tional hazards. 

And a warning has gone out to 
farmers too. 


The partnership says that farmers 
and contractors have a duty to ensure 
that their vehicles are cleared of any 
mud or debris before they go on the 
road. 

Excess mud on the road is a danger 
to cars, motorbikes and cyclists and 
can cause skidding, especially in the 
wet, they say. 

Drivers of agricultural vehicles are 
also being urged to consider other road 
users. 

They are asked to pull into lay-bys to 
allow other vehicles to pass safely, 
avoiding traffic build-up. 

Failure to do so could lead to prose¬ 


cution for careless or inconsiderate 
driving.

180mph getaway driver 
is jailed for nine years 


THE fastest driver ever caught in 
the UK has started a nine-year 
jail sentence after racing at 
speeds of up to 180mph along 
the M6 in Staffordshire. 

Ben Westwood, of Woden Road, 
Wednesfield, was behind the wheel of a 
stolen £85,000 Audi RS5 as he out¬ 
paced the police helicopter while 
hurtling north along the M6 from 
Wolverhampton to Stafford. 

He then doubled back and dumped 
the car in Pickering Road, Wednes¬ 
field, following a 65-mile chase and was 
later found in a flat nearby. 

Westwood, aged 33, was linked to 
more than a dozen smash and grab 
raids in the Midlands. The five-month 
crime spree put 1,500 miles on the 
stolen Audi and included raids in 
Stourport, Worcester, Cannock, 
Rugeley, Wednesfield, Walsall, Bentley 
Bridge, Stoke and Market Drayton. 

Flames 

The crime wave ended after police 
swooped to arrest crooks involved in a 
bungled attempt to cut open a cash 
machine in Warstones Road, Penn, on 
January 13. Westwood sped off in the 
Audi, one of only two in the country. 

In the chase that followed he was 
going so fast on the M6 that flames 
appeared to be shooting from the rear 
of the vehicle. 

Detectives had already uncovered a 
pattern. Combing CCTV footage they 
spotted a distinctive white Audi near 
all the crimes. The saloon matched a 
vehicle stolen in Stourport on August 
3, 2011. The Audi had a Lamborghini 
engine and racing car brakes. 

Among the offences it was linked to 
was a raid on a Tesco in Heath Hayes, 
Cannock, in September, 2011. The 
hood of a member of the masked gang 
snagged on a shattered rollershutter. 
He looked like Westwood, who had

already been identified by police as a 
possible suspect. Less than a quarter of 
an hour after the Heath Hayes raid, a 
gang struck again at the Co-op in 
Cannock Road, Wolverhampton, near 
Westwood’s home. 

The facts added to the growing sus¬ 
picion that Westwood was at the centre 
of the crime spree. 

Downfall 

Each raid took little more than five 
minutes to complete, with the gang 
filling dustbins with packets of ciga¬ 
rettes. 

It was the 65-mile police chase fol¬ 
lowing the raid in Penn that led to 
Westwood and his gang’s downfall. 
Police obtained the proof they needed 
for a prosecution when they caught 


Westwood minutes after he dumped 
the Audi. He was found guilty of con¬ 
spiracy to burgle, conspiracy to steal 
and dangerous driving. 

Four men in the dock with him 
either admitted or were found guilty of 
conspiracy to steal but were involved in 
only the Penn garage attempted cash 
theft. 

Greg Simpson, aged 41, of 
Wordsworth Road, Wolverhampton, 
received a four-year jail sentence; 
Ramesh Sharma, 38, of Barrington 
Close, Oxley, got three years; Luke 
Watkins, 34, of Whetstone Grove, 
Bushbury, jailed for three years and 
nine months, and Stephen Green, of 
Castlebridge Road, Wednesfield, jailed 
for four years.

War camp survivor wins 
medal seven decades on 





A GREAT Wyrley woman has 
received the Siberian Cross 
from the Polish Government 
for her time in a repatriation 
camp. 

Janina Chmielewska was one of 
many Polish people dragged from their 
homes and moved to Siberia in April 
1940. She was removed from the 
country at the age of 15 along with her 
11-year-old sister Helena and 13-year- 
old brother Wladek. The youngster 
was then put to backbreaking farming 
work and laying railway track. 

“The time there was terrible,” 
recalled Janina, now 88, of Jacobs Hall 
Lane. “They kept us sometimes 
without food for two or three days. A 
lot of old people died on their way 
there. We had to work in places they 
put us in.” 

Her son Edward, from Walsall, is 59

and a history teacher at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Heath Park Business & Enter¬ 
prise College. He said: “My mother was 
at home and suddenly the Russian 
troops knocked on the door.” 

“She was given a couple of hours 
notice and just told by them to ‘pack 
your things’. My mother would proba¬ 
bly have been one of the oldest.” 

Upon leaving, he said, his mother 
took many layers of clothing with her 
in order to barter with when in Siberia. 

“It had just been her birthday, and 
these were new clothes” he said. 

“Her particular village, Zablocie, 
was on the eastern side of Poland. They 
were all rounded up, not knowing what 
was happening and yet probably 
expecting the worst. She was responsi¬ 
ble for her younger brother and sister.” 

The journey was one of the hardest 


chapters for Mrs Chmielewska and her 
siblings. They were driven for mile 
after mile in cattle trucks in poor con¬ 
ditions and crowded spaces. 

“The journey itself was horrendous. 
It was hot and unpleasant. They only 
had one small area for a toilet. 

“People died in there. When they did 
stop, they were just hoping people 
would give them water.” 

When she arrived at the camp, she 
was left to fend for herself. 

In June 1941 the farm workers were 
moved again, hundreds of miles away 
to lay 36 kilometres of railway line. 
They were made to work until, as pris¬ 
oners of war, they were later released 
two months later. 

Mr Chmielewska added: “My 
mother met my father, Marian, in 
Britain. Dad was a pilot and mum a 
wireless operator. I am very proud of 
my mother receiving it. It’s important 
to recognise people’s suffering.”

Dudley’s finest would 
have lived up to billing 


Duncan Edwards, The Greatest 
by James Leighton, £18.99 

IT doesn’t take a Manchester 
United supporter to appreciate the 
enormity - and the tragedy of the 
1958 Munich air disaster. 

The Busby Babes would have 
dominated the country and possibly 
European competition for years to 
come. But the lives of so many 
players were lost in their prime, 
among them Dudley’s finest 
Duncan Edwards. 

An England player at the age of 
just 17, his country’s youngest post¬ 
war international, many believe 
Edwards would have lived up to 
‘The Greatest’ tag. By the time he 
lost his fight for life at 21, he had 
already earned 18 England caps, 
had won the League title with Uni¬ 
ted and was head over heels with 
the love of his life Molly Leach. 

Leighton’s research is extensive 
and laudable, taking a chronologi¬ 


cal look at Edwards’ life and career, 
through to that devastating crash 
and his ensuing battle for survival. 
It also looks at life after Edwards 
and what might have been. 

Family members and team-mates 
are interviewed, including fellow 
ex-district player and Babe Gordon 
Clayton, of Cannock. 

There is the heartbreaking loss of 
his sister Carol Anne, his lesser- 
known dancing ability, his father 
Gladstone’s desire for him to play 
for Wolves and turning down the 
chance to join his cousin Ray 
Stevens at Bolton. 

Throughout it all is the tale of a 
gentle giant who just loved to play 
football. Even when conscripted to 
National Service, there was just one 
thing that Army number 
234145376 wanted to do. And when 
Sir Bobby Charlton says Big Dune 
made him feel inferior, you really 
know he was something special. 


Riveting read on sports evolution 


Can We Have Our Balls Back 
Please? Julian Norridge, £9.99 

THE subtitle to this work by Julian 
Norridge is How the British invented 
sport (and then almost forgot how to 
play it) and the author has a point. 

From the origins of the likes of 
boxing, rugby, football, horse racing 
and golf, Norridge describes how the 
sports derived, how they were 
adapted and the formation of the rules 
and governing bodies. 

But he argues that although these 
pastims played - and still play - a 
leading role in the national psyche, 
the rest of the world has since put 
their own stamp on the sports that 
originated on these shores. 

A map of the country shows the 
birthplace in Upton, Bucking¬ 
hamshire, of Sir Neville Chamberlain, 
who invented the game of snooker, 
apparently, and of Fullerton in Wilt¬ 
shire, where Northanger Abbey 
heroine Catherine Moorland first 
played baseball - years before the 


Americans claimed to have invented 
it. 

Badminton in Gloucestershire 
marks the spot where the racquet 
game was first played, or at least 
renamed, while in Bury, the dartboard 
was reputedly invented. 

Among the other nuggets are that 
cricket was first played in Guildford, 

Surrey on a site where a furniture 
store now stands, managed by the 
father of the current England wicket¬ 
keeper Matt Prior. 

Even the modern Olympic Games 
were founded in Much Wenlock, 

Shropshire. And, did you know James 
I’s big contribution to the world of 
horse racing? He discovered Newmar¬ 
ket. 

It’s a riveting read for all sports 
fans. But there is one gripe, that a 
book written from a British perspec¬ 
tive should contain so many words 
like characterized and recognized 
with an American ‘z’ and not an ‘s’.

A £2.1 MILLION arts centre created at a 
former glass factory has opened after nearly 
a year of restoration. 

The Glasshouse Arts Centre, in Wollaston Road, Amble- 
cote, Stourbridge, was officially opened in a ceremony 
attended by officials and civic dignitaries. 

It has been created at the Lower Glasshouse building, 
which was once part of the Webb Corbett glass factory, and 


later Royal Doulton. 

The centre has an audito¬ 
rium for 400 people, a studio 
theatre for 70 and two com¬ 
mercial workshops. 

It also incorporates the 
Webb Corbett Visitor 
Centre, which tells the story 
of the area’s glass heritage 
through displays and inter¬ 
active screens. 

Old machinery used in the 
glassmaking process is also 
on display and visitors will 
be able to learn more about 
the history of the site itself. 

Cultural 

The arts centre shares the 
same site has the Ruskin 
Glass Centre and has been 
funded by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, which pro¬ 
vided £1.85m, and £250,000 
came from Arts Council 
England. 

The centre will be an 
artistic and cultural hub for 
the community and will be 
used for theatre perform¬ 
ances, conferencing and hos¬ 
pitality events.

TO continue the equine flavour of Pinero’s 
Victorian comedy classic, the action sees 
each actor fast out of the stalls and the audi¬ 
ence left galloping to a good old giggle. 

This revival of the 1887 rib-ticlder is an 
exhibition in fine writing, masterclass acting 
and scene setting. While its formal old-fash¬ 
ioned style may not be to everyone’s taste, 
there is something very soothing about 
being lost in a world of gentleman callers, 
drapers’ bills and butlers.

Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 
W 


le’re a sturdy old nation if 
'nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 
I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame.

FIRST things first, I don’t need a 
seven seater car and I don’t need to 
be able to tow a decent weight. . . 
but if I did the Vauxhall Zafira Tourer 
would be up there among con¬ 
tenders. 


This third-generation of the model hit our 
roads earlier this year and has continued its 
earlier success and built on it. Unlike some 
MPVs, it is full-size with plenty of space for 
seven, and also unlike other MPVs, it can actu¬ 
ally tow a decent weight. In fact it was named 
this year’s Best MPV at Practical Caravan mag¬ 




azines’s Towcar Awards 2012. 

The Practical Caravan awards, backed by 
What Car? magazine and The Camping and 
Caravanning Club, are based on a vigorous and 
thorough towcar assessment. Each car is tested 
by a panel of eight judges for its towing ability, 
buying and owning costs, drive quality when 
not towing and practicality. 

“The Zafira Tourer really comes into its own 
when towing,” said awards judge Nigel Don¬ 
nelly, Haymarket Outdoor Leisure Group’s 
editor-in-chief - digital. “At the legal limit and 
beyond the Zafira Tourer is a relaxing car to 
tow with. With plenty of power and torque, the 
2.0-litre engine pulled car and caravan from 30- 
60mph in 14.1 seconds. Braking showed the 
shortest stopping distance in this class. The 
Zafira Tourer offers strong performance, good 
stability and space for seven.” 

“We’re delighted Zafira Tourer has won the 
Best MPV title at the Towcar Awards 2012,” 
said Peter Hope, Vauxhall’s marketing director. 
“The Towcar of the Year awards are an indus¬ 
try standard and by far the most prestigious 
event in the caravanning calendar.” 

And while I didn’t test its towing capabilities 
the 2.0 litre version I drove certainly felt it had 
the capability to hitch up the ‘van’ for a 
summer holiday and leave you feeling pretty 


safe behind the wheel with the kids piled in the 
back. But I did test some of Vauxhall’s flexibil¬ 
ity claims by trying out a number of the options 
Flex7 seating system. There are several includ¬ 
ing ‘Lounge Seating’ on key models. When you 
want seven up the two seats at the very back 
come up out of the floor and the middle bench 
seat is now a set of three separate seats which 
are also each capable of folding and splitting 
into any number of combinations. In addition 
the two outside seats slide backwards and 
inwards against the middle seat which folds to 
form two arm rests and gives plenty of space. 

Lugger 

Only downside to seven up is the reduced 
boot space. But if you want to turn it into a 
load lugger put all the seats down to reveal 
1,860 litres of space - more than enough for 
a trip to collect flat-pack from Ikea or clear 
the shed out and head for the tip. 

Staying on the inside materials are of a 
much better quality than the old model and 
the design means everyone gets a good view 
of outside from the light and airy cabin. This 
is made even better if you opt for a 
panoramic sunroof and the high-top wind¬ 
screen 

There’s a choice of two petrol engines and 
three diesel. My car was the ecoflex with 
start/stop technology and I really could 
appreciate the difference in fuel consump¬ 
tion when chugging around town doing odd 
jobs and stopping off for shopping. Sitting at 


traffic lights just when they change at one of my 
regular routes can take some minutes and 
when the engine switches off it can make all the 
difference on your monthly fuel bill. 

Drivewise it was comfortable and coped well 
with the potholes on the B roads on my way into 
work and it smoothly made its way along the 
M54. 

Standard features across the four trim level 
range include: ESFJ six airbags, air condition¬ 
ing, CD/MP3 player and cruise control - not 
bad with prices starting at £21,010.
